Senator Johnson 


Pleads For Deferred 


Grazing Program 


A Senate subcommittee on ag­ 
riculture held hearings Monday. 
March 18, on Senator Lyndon 
Joiinson's bill to establish a de­ 
ferred grazing program for hard- 
hit pasture lands in Texas and 
other drought disaster areas 
Senator Johnson’s bill would 
authorize 
annual 
payments 
to 
farmers and ranchers in drought- 
stricken areas for keeping stock 
off pastures until the grass can 
recover from drought conditions. 
The payments would be roughly 
equivalent to the norma lrental 
value of their grazing lands. 
Similar legislation has passed 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives, 
sponsored by most members of 
the Texas delegation. 
“The 
recent rains 
in 
Texas 
have made action on this bill 
more urgent than ever,’’ Senator 
Johnson said. "The 
rains 
will 
cause some grass to appear. This 
will offer a strong temptation 
for our stockmen, who have seen 
no grass at all for so long a 
time, to turn their livestock into 
the pastures. 
"It is 
important 
that 
these 
pastures be 
allowed to 
reseed 
themselves during the next few

Bunker Silos Are Economical 
Croat Roods Storo 


New ailoa will be needed this year end one which талу farmer« 
will consider ia tha bunker-type. Advantage* are low Initial coat, 
rpeed of erection, no required excavation and eaae of feeding. 
Bunker ailoe can Alao serra 
»elf-feeder«. 
The bunker «ilo hold* about 
twice the eilage per dollar in­ 
vented an the molt conventional 
upright «ilo. It corsiats of a floor 
flanked by aide walla from aix to 
eight frci high and ia usually 
©pen on both ends. Silage is 
dumped from wagons and each 
load packed tightly to reduce 
spoilage. 
Most critical part of construc­ 
tion ia the side wall. It must have 
sufficient strength to support the 
weight of the silage and the 
weight of the filling and packing 
equipment. Wall* ahould slope 
outward slightly so that silage 
will settle tightly against them. 
Walla may be made of concrete 
©r lumber. Lumber ia the leaat 


expensive because It does not ra- 
quiiw forgis. Two-inch by six-inch 
tongue and grooved aiding sup­ 
ported by sturdy wood posts 
is recommended. Because ail age 
moisture can cause early rotting 
of untreated aiding and poles, the 
wood used should be treated with 
a permanent-type preservative 
sucn as pentachlorophenol. Such 
treated wood is available from 
most building materials dealers. 
Many experienced pole-build* 
ing contractors can erect bunker 
silos. In addition, information 
about building, filling and using 
bunker silos is contained In bul­ 
letins and plans available from 
county agents, state agricultural 
colleges, or from the U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture.

A pinch of antibiotic in their feed 
causes many farm animals and birds 
to grow faster and bigger. And they 
eat less while they grow more! 
In 1940, it took 12 to 14 weeks and 
iO pounds of feed to produce a three- 
pound broiler chicken. By 1951, 
broilers were ready for market in 9 
to 11 weeks - on 9 pounds of feed. 
Such fantastic results stump even 
the animal nutri­ 
tionists. An un ­ 
identified growth 
factor in the anti­ 
biotic may be re­ 
sp o n sib le . The 
chemical may help 
the animal or bird 
get along better 
— 
on less protein, or 
make better use of whatever protein 
there is in the ration. Or perhaps 
the antibiotic frees the animal of 
subtle, unrecognized diseases. 
Science isn’t sure. But it is using 
the discovery to human advantage. 
Poultry nutritionists, for example, 
find that tiny amounts of an anti­ 
biotic formula in the drinking water 
of hens improves egg production as 
much as 37 per cent. A teaspoonful 
of Terramycin Egg Formula in 10 
gallons of water cuts laying slumps 
and causes a hen to lay about four 
dozen extra eggs a year. 
This means the owner of a 200- 
bird flock may realize as much as 
$240 more a year. Pullets reach peak 
production sooner while older birds 
are kept laying longer. At the same 
time, feed efficiency is improved. Ac* 
cording to large-scale tests at uni* 
versity research stations, as man* 
as 30 more eggs may be expected 
from each 100 pounds of antibiotic*
